MAYO’S LEGISLATIVE REVIEW 


BEFORE PLACERVILLE LIONS 


The following summary of the re- 
cent Legislature was given by State 


Senator Jesse M. Mayo, of Angels | 


Camp, at the July meeting of the 
Placerville Lions Club: 

The 1939 State Legislature, last- 
ing 133 days, the longest in the his- 
tory of the State, will in all proba- 
bility be termed a “do nothing” 
Legislature. Yet I believe that his- 
tory will record it as one of the most 
sessions ever held in 
the State of California. 


For, while the 1939 Legislature did 
little in the affirmative, its nega- 
tive action in placing an absolute 
stop on the reckless spending of 
public money and the closing of 
the flood gates of the State Treas- 
ury to every kind of Socialistic 
scheme to loot the public pocket- 


| book, will forever stand as the turn- 


ing point toward sanity and econ- 
omy in State government, 


The 1939 Legislature will forever 
be known as one session in which 
the trend toward one-man govern- 
ment was very definitely halted, 
where the historic principle of the 
three branches of government was 
revitalized and re-dedicated in the 
interest of sound, American govern- 
ment. And right here I want to 
quote Article Three, Section 1 of 
the State Conststution: 


THREE SEPARATE BRANCHES 

Section 1. The powers of the 
government of State of California 
shall be divided into three separ- 
ate departments — the legislative, 
the executixe and the judicial, and 
no person charged with the exercise 
of powers properly belonging to one 


of these departments shall exercise if :

any of the functions appertaining to 


either of the other, except as in this 


Constitution 
permitted.” 
That section of the State Consti- 
tution has been flagrantly and will- 
fully violated both in letter and in 


expressly directed or

spirit by chief executives in previ- | 
Ous sessions, but never to such an! 


extent as it has been violated at this 
session of the Legislature. 

Article Four, Section 1, of the 
State Constitution expressly provides 


; that “The legislative power of this 


State shall be vested in a Senate 
and Assembly which shall be desig- 
nated, “The Legislature of the State 
of California’.”’ 

The Constitution of the State 
does not give to any governor any 
right to initiate laws of the State. 


Sections 6 and 7 of Article Five. 
Says that the governor shall trans- 
act all executive business of the 
State and see that the laws (those 
made by the Legislature) are faith- 
fully executed. Other than the power 
of executive vote, the Constitution 
gives no power over law-making to 
the governor. 

So when you hear of a governor 
being given a mandate by the peo- 
ple (simply because he happens to 
receive a majority of the votes cast 
at an election) to enact a legisla- 
tive program, it is an illegal as- 
sumption and no basis for any”’such 


;an assumed mandate can be found 


in the State Constitution. In fact 
the State Constitution expressly for- 
bids any such power by a governor. 


Any candidate for the office of 
governor who promises a legislative 
program of his own in exchange for 
votes is making a fraudulent pro- 
mise and one in which he has no 
power to fulfill. And any governor 
who has been elected and tries to 
dictate and ram down the throats 
of the Legislature his own pet leg- 
islative program is violating the very 
Spirit of the State Constitution. 

The Legislature initiates and en- 
acts the laws. The judiciary inter- 


prets the law in the lignt of the! 


Constitution and then the governor 
executes those laws. That is the 
fundamental principle of our Am- 
erican form of government. The 
1939 Legislative did more to return 
to that principle than any session 
in the past 20 years. 


So when you are told that vari- 


; ous members of the Legislature are 


reactionary, subservient to special 


governor’s program, when they re- 
fused to submit to executive control 
— refused to sacrifice their inde- 
pendence and their right to inter- 
pret the will of the people of their 


| respective districts, then instead of 


purging them as an_ over-zealous 
governor demands, they should be 
given the solid support of every per- 
son who believes in the principle of 
a government by free men, a gov- 
ernment by direct representation of 
the people, whose representatives 
have only one mandate, and that 
mandate is to exercise their own 
best judgment in behalf of the peo- 
ple they represent. That principle 
and that principle alone will in- 
Sure for ourselves and our posterity

| crew and the station personnel. 

The sun’s heat ignited a big gun 
powder supply in the suburbs, the 
countryside within a 30 mile radius 
was shaken by the resulting explo-

only people in the immediate vicin- 
ity but people in villages nearby.

CAMPFIRE VIOLATIONS ARE 
CLOSELY WATCHED; 
3 NABBED, FINED 


‘Special vigilance on the part of 
forest service officers during the 
current season of special fire haz- 
ard on the forest has resulted in 
four recent arrests of parties who 
have left their campfires unattend- 
ed.

the kind of America we all want and 
have a right to demand from our 
elected representatives. 

STATE FINANCES 

The most important problem to 
come before the 1939 Legislature 
was the State budget for the ensu- 
ing two years. The governor sub- 
mitted a record-breaking budget to- 
taling $557,163,355, more than $100,- 
000,000 over the total budget sub- 
mitted for the current two years 
and $23,000,000 more than was act- 
ually spent during the current two 
years. 

And let me say right here that 
in my opinion the last administra- 
tion was the most extravagant and 
wasteful in the history of the State, 
a State administration that spent 
millions without regard to the abil- 
ity of the taxpayers to pay the bill. 
‘I believe that the Merriam admin- 


: istration spent close to 50 millions , 
actually | 


beyond that which was 
needed and spent it in a pork-bar- 
rel fashion designed to secure votes 
for his re-election. But this new ad- 
ministration, elected on a promise of 


administration in a proposed spend- 
ing and taxing problem. 

The Assembly reduced the budget 
by 81 millions of dollars of which 
73 millions designed for relief pur- 
poses, were taken out o fthe budget 
for special treatment and not as a 
savings. Then the Senate further 
reduced the budget by more than 
seven millions, making a total sav- 
ings, exclusive of the relief item of 
15}. millions. 

$223,000,000 IN NEW TAXES 

The Governor recommended 63 
millions in new and direct taxation, 
plus a new payroll tax upon labor 
and industry estimated to raise 80 
million per year or 160 millions for 
the biennium, to pay for a compul- 
sory health insurance program. 
Thus the Legislature was confront- 
ed with a revenue raising program 
of 223 millions of new taxation for 
the next two years. 

The Legislature flatly refused to 
accept such a tax program and the 
only tax bill which is estimated to 
raise one million dollars for the bi- 
ennium, The Legislature was whol- 
ly justified in refusing to adopt a 
new tax and spending program, for 
on every hand the people were de- 
manding NO NEW TAXES. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in Washington 
heard the voice of the people and 
promised no new taxes this year. 
The Legislature of California heard 
that voice and acted accordingly. 

Neither labor nor industry is in a 
position to absorb new taxes at 
this time, for as President Roose- 
velt said in Pittsburg in 1932, ‘Taxes 
are paid by the sweat of every la- 
boring man.” Business and industry 
are just hanging on by the skin of 
their teeth today. 

The plight of the small business 
man can best be illustrated by the 
testimony of a Stockton Business 
man before a committee of the State 
Assembly. This firm in Stockton, 
employing 80 people last year, re- 
ceived a net profit of only 8-10’s of 
1 per cent on a gross business of 
$750,000 in 1938. The head of that 
firm testified that their payroll 
amounted to 18 per cent of the dol- 


lar volume and that general over- 
head totaled about 35 per cent of 
the volume. So you can see what 
would happen to this firm had the 
Lagislature enacted a 3 per cent ad- 
ditional payroll tax, plus 63 mil- 
lions in new and direct taxes. It 
would have meant no profit at all 
and a total of 80 people would have 
been added to an ever-growing re- 
lief load. 


In the face of such testimony 
which was typical of many such 
facts revealed in Senate and Assem- 
bly hearings on the new tax-spend- 
ing program I submit that the Leg- 
islature acted wisely in refusing to 
add new burdens on labor and in- 
dustry. 


RELIEF COSTS MOUNTING 


The ever-mounting cost of relief 
in California was and is still the

The Legislature eliminated the 
, proposed relief item from the bud- 
get in order to write some kind of 
restrictions around its use. 

We found that for the past four 


‘years the cost of adminsitering re- | 


lief was rapidly mounting until to- 
day the administration cost is al- 
most 30 per cent out of every dol- 
lar appropriated for relief. Only ap- 


_ proximately 70 per cent actually | 


goes into the hands of those who 
‘need it. In April of this year there 
‘were approximately 6000 State em- 
_ployees hired to give away three 
‘millions per month. I submit to you 
'that it does not require 6000 em- 
ployees at a cost of $750,000 per 
month to administer 
‘in relief to the needy. 


We also found persons on relief 


| drawing as high as $140 per month 
|in relief checks and in one case, 
‘that of a Mexican in Roseville, who 
had never earned more than $80 per 
‘month in his life, was actually draw- 
'ing $127 per month in relief. That 
| is why the Legislature lifted the re- 
lief item out of the budget in or- 
| der to write a permanent and sound 
‘relief program. That is why we 
!only appropriated $35,000,000 until 
|mext year when we could go into 
| special session with full and com- 
‘plete facts before us and enact a 
| better plan than we now have . 

; You will be told by radicals and 
'Communists, who are determined to 
destroy this government by spread- 
, ing the seeds of discontent, that the 
| Legislature was niggardly in its ap- 
| propriations for relief. But let me 
say to you that every member of 
| the Legislature stands ready to vote 
‘every dollar of public funds to feed 
;and clothe the hungry people of 
| California. But we are demanding 
that a larger portion of what we do 
| appropriate actually goes into the 
hands of those who need it, and not 
to be used to pay political debts and 
used to build a political machine 
dominated by a Communistically in- 
clined administrator who demands 
for his services $10,000 a year when 
the record shows that he never 
earned more than $2400 in any one 
year in his entire life-time in pri-
